THE AJMER ENTERTAINMENTS TAX (AMENDMENT) ACT, 

1955 

Act No. VII or 1965 

An Act to amend the Ajmer EntertainmenU To* Act, 1963. 

Be it enaclea by the Legislative Assembly of the State oi Ajmer 
in the Sixth Year of the Republic of India as follows:— 

1. Short title and commencument.—(1) This Act may be called 
the Ajmer Entertainments Tax (Amendment) Act, 1956. 

(2) It shall come into force atonce. 

2. Inturprctation.—(1) In this Act, ‘Principal Act’ means the 
Ajmer Entertainments Tax Act, 1953 (X of 1953). 

(2) The General Clauses Act, 1897 (X of 1897) applies for the 
interpretation of this Act as it applies for the interpretation of a 
Central Act. 

,1. Amendment of section 2, Ajmer Act X of 1953.—In sub-section 
(1) of section 2 of the principal Act, clause (f) shall be omitted. 

4. Amendment of section 3, Ajmer Act X of 1953.—In section 3 of 
the principal Act— 

(i) to sub-section (1) the following proviso shall be added, 
namely 

"Provided that no such tax shall he levied and paid in respect 
of any payment for admission to an entertainment which does not 
exceed one anna and nine pies.’’

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(ii) after sub-section (3), the following sub-section shall be in- 
sefti^d, namely';.— 

‘‘(4) In the determination of the amount of tax a fraction of a 
picc less Uiau iwu i>k'.; snail be disregarded and a fraction of a pice 
equal to or exceeding two pies shall oe l^egarded as one pice.” 


5. Amendment of .sdctidn 4, Ajmer Act X d£ 19511.—In section 4 

of the principal Act— . 

(i) in aub-sectlba. (?)jtfb|ri3J^e tvord ‘prescijibe’ the word ‘impose* 
shall he substituted ; 

. 'fli) SubiSectton (3),,the following ‘Explanation’ shall be 

added, namely :—■ - . • -1 

“ExpImiatioiz.-^Edri.'the purposes of this section the proprietor 
shall be deemed to have rcceh^ed from anj? person who is admitted 
to an entertainmehf-either free of charge or at a reduced rate th>o 
amount (including the entertainments tax) which such person 
would have been liable to pay had he been admitted on fuU pay¬ 
ment to the class to whicli.he-is actually admitted.” 

6. Amendihent of section 13, Ajmer Act X of 1953.—In section-13 
of the principal Act, in sub-section (1) after clause (h), the follow¬ 
ing clause shall be inserted, namely :— 

"(i) for the refund of entertainments tax”.
